Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

A pixel region having a plural number of pixel transistor arranged in a matrix 
shape; column 5 lines 25-55 

And a circuit for converting m-bit digital video data into 2(m-n) pices of n-bit 
digital video data (where m and n are both positive integers greater than or equal 
to 2, and m > n), column 5 lines 25-55 

Wherein an image for one frame is formed by displaying 2(m-n) pieces of 
subframes formed by the n-bit digital data, column 5 lines 25-55 

And wherein (2m-(m-n -1)) levels of display gradation can be obtained., column 
5 lines 25-55. 

As in claims 81-91 and 92-103, Bulter teaches of said display, column 1 lines 
40-50, figure 2.
